E N E R A L Lee was remarkably ftavenly in his dreft 
and manners j ana has often, by tho meanders of his 
appearance, been lubjett to ridicule and inlislt. 
He was 
once attending General W allington to a place diftant 
from the camp. Riding on, he arrived at the Boule where 
they were to dine, lo me time before the red of the com­ 
pany. 
He weat immediately to the kitchen, and de­ 
manded ibm*thing to eat & when the cook, taking him 
fw a leivant, told him, (he would give him victuals in a 
moment, but he mud it ll help her oft with the pc*. 
T h is he complied with, and (kl clown to (ore* co:# meat, 
which (he placed for him on the droller. 
The girl was 
remarkably inquiiitivc about the gucfts, who were com­ 
ing, particularly of Lee, who (tho Caid) (he heard, was 
•ne o f the * myfI *UeJf aud ugheji men in the world.* 
In 
a few moments (he denied the General again to adiil her 
in placing on tho pot, and icarce had he tmi(hed when Ore 
reced ed him to take a bucket and go with her to the 
w ell. 
Lee made no objection, and be ran drawing the 
water. 
In the mean while, General W sFi.ngton arrived, 
and an Aid-de-Cam p was dei patched in iiearch of Lee } 
whom, to his great iurprizc, he found engaged as above. 
But what was the contufion of the poor girl, on bearing 
the Aid-de-Cam p addicts the man with whom (ho had 
been to familiar, by the title o f ExeeUtucy / 
The mug 
fell from her hand, and dropping on Wet knees, (he be­ 
fa n crying aloud for pardon t when Lee, who wet ever 
ready to lee the impropiicty of his own conduit, but uot 
prilling to change it, gave her a crown, and turning to 
the Arn-dc Camp, * You fee, young mao, the advaatage 
of a hue coat. 
I he man of consequence is indebted to 
it for rciprCt j and neither virtue nor abilities, without it, 
w ill make him look like a gent lew an.* 
Another tune his Excellency got a ftvere drubbing, 
which Itemed to be intended as a mask of judice for his 
impiety and bUiphemy. 
He was once riding to W il- 
liamlburg, aa attend the Aficm bly, and, as ufual, was 
accompanied fiyysfnuinber o f his dogs, among which

Sous, aud Sires, Jbould yield their Treajure 
Safety." 
B r o o k * * '* G u s t a v u s V a s a . 
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was one whom he called by the ftftne of our Saviour. A 
few miles from W illiamfburg, hc’fell in with a man, 
who eyed this dog with particular attention, and bt laft 
demanded if he would fell him. 
* Sell my dog f no I* 
replied Lee. * W hat do you mean by that ?*— Fne man, 
however, taking Lee, From his dx tit} to be no way his 
fuperior, continued to prets him, and offered fu large a 
(urn ss t# raife the General's curiofity to aik the man for 
what purport he was to anxious for the dog.— * W hy, 
replied he, I want him to fight the devil.’— Lee, who from 
tnt name he had given his dog, fuppofed the fellow meant 
to intuit him, threatened to cane him. 
The man returned 
the compliment with a torrent of abut’t j and Lee w a r ir­ 
ritated to fluke him ; which the fellow retained with fuch 
inteieft, thatthe G eneitl, on his arrival at W illiim iburgh, 
was confined tome days in his room, by a variety of colors 
which arofe round his eyes, and which though adeemed 
ornaments by the Indians, are coniidered in a different 
light by us. 
On inquiry, the man proved to be the m il­ 
le rot a puppet -(how, and having loft the dog which uied 
to attack 
his 
infernal 
Majefty, had endeavoured to 
procure Lee's for that ufo t hiving no idea that the 
animal's name was fo a-propos. 
Lee bad the conflation to find partners in his dif- 
gracc. 
In the lime country, and within a few miles of 
kiln, was Major-General Stevens, a Scotchman, who w it 
broke for niiibehavior at German-Town j and Geneial 
Gates's boule was likewise clote by — On the arrival of 
the old man, atter his unfortunate defeat by Lotd Corn­ 
wallis at Camden, Lev obierved that Berkely was the firll 
county, which had ever been at the fame time the re­ 
treat of three unfortunate Generals.— * You Stevens,’ 
(faid he) * were broke tor getting drunk when every man 
(hould be in his denies j I tor not fighting when I was 
lure to be beat; and you Gates, for bciug beat, when 
you had no burnets to tn(age.* 
His boule was built in t mod romantic and agreeable 
fituation, in a delightful viilcy, watered by a rapid and 
meandering dream. 
On otic fide, you beheld the A 
chun or Blue Mountains, which for height, grin 
and variety of profpe&t, em hardly he excelled. 
The 
af the 
neighbourhood is one of thi moil facial in Virginia. The 
late Lord Fairfax, Colonel Martin, Colonel Tnufton, and 
feveral other men o f letted, aik tied in rendering Lee’s 
fituation agreeable $ his tastily cornified only ot an old 
houie-kcepcr, an aged halter, anda few negroes. 
The 
Italian had been long a faithful lervant, and Lee could 
loonei have parted with a member, than with this ufcful 
domcitic. 
T o the credit of the General, he has rewarded 
his lervices, and left him iniaAuenct and eafe j nor can 
tile voice ut (lander, with a ll his faults, tax him with in­ 
gratitude, or, of forgetting benefits received. 
I have been informed by a lady, who was acquainted 
with Lee in Dublin, when a very young man, that his 
antipathy tp women proceeded from a ditappointmeut he 
met with in that city. 
T h is Lee never would con ft is, 
but dew into a violent pillion, that any one ikould lufpefl 
him of being either pleated with the (miles, or affc&cd by 
the frowns at a wonton. 
U s always (poke with the lightft encomiums o f Gene­ 
ral Burgoyne j but he foretold Hts misfortune at Sarato­ 
ga, the In(tam he found General Howe was gone round to 
the Cheihpchke. Lee was then prii'oaer in N ew -York, and 
one evening in company clearly pointed out what mud be 
the event of the campaign. 
* General Howe is no fool,' 
(hid St, ‘ but a mailer o f his piofetfion. 
T o what then 
can we impute the tho he has taken } but to a defirc of 
continuing the war i Or elfc it mud be from a jcaloufy 
o f the inn haling reputation of Burgoyne. 
T h e firft ap­ 
pears to me to be the cafe." 
He was a pel ted mailer of the Italian and French lan­ 
guages. 
His literary productions arc known and ad­ 
mired, and I have lieen levers! little poetical juex d'efprit, 
greatly 
above mediocrity. 
H it library, 
which w it 
valuable, both in ancient and modem authors, with 
a great number of capital plan*, charts,

he left to the youngrit ion of 
Colonel Thuftou j a

man of an excellent
